This Conrſe is fleered of late by one Mr. Hotchkis 
i1 4 Book about--Fuſtification, wherein in particular 
bs falls very ſeverely on that Dofirine, which for 
the ſubſtance of it , is bere again propoſed, p. $1. 
And were it not that T hope , it may be ſomewbat 
uſeful 'to. bim_to be # little warned of his Immorg- 
lities in that Diſcourſe , T ſhould not tuthe leaſt 


bave taken notice of bis other Impertinencies. The 
Good man T perceive can be angry with perſons, anew 
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be never ſaw, and about things which he cannit, 
or will nor underſtand, ſo far as to revile them with

And I obſervealſo the uſual boldneſs of 'Ca- 
techiſtical Writers in aſſerting poſitively, abſolute- 
ly and rorundis verbj, that to' fly from the wrath to 
come ought to be a ſinners main and great end : 
For to theſe Queſtions, What is the chief end of 
man ? and what ought to be the chiefand continual 
care of every man in this life? The anſwers are, 
Mans chief end is to glorifie God and to enjoy him 
for ever; and Mans chief and continual care in

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this life ought to be the glorifying of God, and 
the ſaving of his own Soul. Theſe are the prime 
Queſtions and Anſwers in thoſe two well known 
Catechiſms, commonly ſtyled the Aſſemblies and 
Mr. Balls Catechiſm.

I. The Doctor hath greatly wronged me by 
maKing an imperfe& relation of my words, o0- 
mitting thoſe words of mine in the felt fame page, 
wherein as I do aſſert, that our Righteauſnetls ic 
ſelf before God is our perſonal Rightcoufnels 3 fa 
I do there cxprefly acknowledge alſo, that the 
Righteouſneſs of Chritt is in a cauſa] ſenſe our 
\ighteouſneſs before God , this alſo b:ing my af- 
ſertion in p. 87. and alfo in p. 182. of my Dif- 
courſe, wherein was aflerted,that this Propolition 
[ Chriſis Rightcouſneſs is a Sinners clothing } is 
true, predicatione canſali, though not eſſential, 
or formali, as are the School-terms, 

2. Iam not indeed of the ſame mind with the 
DoGor and many other of my Brethren,viz. That 
Chriſis Righteouſneſs is our fole Righteouſnets 
in our jultitication before God, he ſaying p. 295- 
of his late Book, tvat Chrijts whole obedience unto 
D 4 =" "08 


(49 ) 
God in all that he did and ſuffered for the Church, 
is tbat which 4 imputed to Believers and that this 
is imputed to themt ſo, as to become their only Righ- 
zeouſneſt before God unto the juſtification of life. 
Wherzeas my perſwation, which I am not a{raid or 
aſhamed openly to own, is plainly this, viz. There 
is a threefold Righteouſneſs concurrent, or requi- 
fite in, unto, or towards the jultitication of a Sin- 
ner in the fight of God,each of which truly are,and 
may well be taid to be a ſinners righteouſnels betore 
God,viz. 1 The Righteouſneſs ot Jeſus Chriſt the 
Son of God 3 this is that Righteouſneſs which is 
the meritorious cauſe of our juttiftication. And in: 
this ſenſe it is moli true to ſay, that Chriſis Righ- 
tecuſneſs is in ſuo genere, or of its kind,our only 
Righteouſneſs betore God unto the juliitication ot 
life. And in this ſenſe it is alſo true to ſay(although 
indeed it be no Scriptural exprcaſion) that Chritis 
Righteouſneſs is imputed to Believers as their only 
Righteouſnels ( 7. e. ) fo as to be reckoned or re-' 
puted the only Rightcouſncls that hath merited, 
A meritoriouſly procured their juſtihication unto 
ife, 

2. Forgivenes of lin, as it doth frequently in the 
New Teliament go under the Name ot Righteoul- 
nels, and is a true Righteouſneſs in its Kind ( as 
hath been at large proved and opencd in my ſecond 
part)ſo is it that Righteouſneſs which doth ingredi 
#atzram rei,it is the tormal conltituentCauſe,orthat 
which doth conſiitute a ſinners juſtification before 


God I mean that juſtification ot a finner, which is - 


promiſed in the Goſpel to be conferr*d upon him 
for the righteouſneſs fake of Chrifi, conditionally 
upon his. Faith, ſuch a working Faith as was that 
of Abraham. And as was ſ:id in my Diſcourlc, 
 folfayaga)n, with this Righteouſucls a linncr may 
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with boldneſs appear before the Judgment Seat of 
God, even as a MalefaQor may at the Bar with 
the Kings pardon in his Hand or Boſome. 

3+ a fioners faithtul performance of the condi- 
tions rcquired in the Goſpel, upon which God hath 
promiſed to them the juſtification of life,truly is, 
and may well be ſaid in that reſpe&, and (fo far 
toith to be their righteouſneſs before God : and 
both theſe later kinds of Righteouſneſſes being 
through Gods gift our own, and whereof we are 
the SubjeQs, may fitly be fiyled for that reaſon 
our Pertonal Righteouſnels. The Premifſes con- 
idered, all the torefaid ſeveral forts of Righte- 
oulncſles ( Chrilts Righteouſneſs and our own _) 
may be ſaid in ſeveral reſpets to be or Righteoul- 
neſs before God, as was faid and diſtin&ly opened 
in the 139th page ot my Diſcourſe. Hereupon let 
me comiend to obſervation, how falſe that im- 
putation of the Door is ( p. 221, 222. of his 
late Book 3 and which to my remembrance js fſeve- 
ra] times repeated by him)he ſaying, That thoſe,wbo 
place the whole of juſtification in the remiſſion 
of fins, making our perſonal Righteouſneſi the con- 
dition of it, leave not any place for the Righteonſueſs 
of Chriſt; For although I ſtick not todeclare my 
{clt to be one of thoſe, who do affert, That the 
whole of that juſtification, which God hath promi- 
ſed to believing ſinners, doth conliſt- in the for- 
giveneſs of their ſins, and that our perſonal Righ- 
teouſnels (conliſting (ſummarily) in our return to 
God by Faith and Repentance ) is the condition 
of enjoying it ( altogether deſpifing the imputa- 
tion of Socinianiſm upon account of thele aſſer- 
tions;) nevertheleſs I moſt explicitly and exprelly 
teave a place, a prime place, a peculiar place to the 
Rightcouſneſs of Chriit in our qullitication 
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(71, e. ) the place of a meritorious Cauſe. 
' And as touching the difference, or differences 
betwixt the faid threefold Righteouſneſs afferted to 
be requilite to the juſtification of a ſinner in the 
ſight of God, I hall commend to obſervation the 
tollowing particulars, 

I, The firſtand the third kind of righteouſneſs 
are extrinſecal , or extrinſecally requitite to the 
juſtification of a tinner before God ( the firſt be- 
Ing the efficient cauſe, the third the condition 
thereof; ) but the ſecond is intrinſecal to a finners 
jaltification,it being (as was before ſaid) the form, 
or thing it (elf, which conſtitutes a ſinner juſtified, 
or that juſtitication of a ſinner, which Chriſt hath 
purchaſed, andGod hath promited conditionally up- 
on Faith in Chriſt. 

2. The ſecond kind of Righteouſneſs is re- 
qQuiſite ex aatura rei, it being a natural impoſſhbi- 
lity, that a finner ſhould be Refzs in caria, thould 
be juſtified or made righteous reſpeGively to the 
ſancion, or retributive part of the Law, but by a 
pardon, whereby his obligation to puniſhment due 
by Law is diffolved. But the other two kinds of 
Righteouſneſs are requilite ex lege dei, they are 
made neceſſary to a ſinners juſtification By, or From 
the Law or Covenant of God, and this twofold, 
(J- The Law of the Mediatour, that Law which 
was impoſed by God the Father upon Chriſt (com- 
monly called the Covenant of Redemption ) and 
by which Chriſts Mediatory righteouſnets was 
made neceſſary to the meriting the juſtification of 
believing finners, Chriſt being for this end com- 
manded to lay down his lite: Foh# 10. 18. 

2. As forthe third kind of Righteouſneſs, it is 
requiſite,or necefſary to a finners juſtification by 
vertue of the Covenant of Grace with Mankind, 
Or 
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or the Law of Faith (as is the Apoſtles expreſſion, 
Kom, 3lajt. )) wherein the terms impoſed upon us 
in order to our juſtification are expreſſed, upon 
which it is promiſcd,and without the performance 
of which it ſhall not be enjoyed 3 neither without 
this performance can it be enjoyed, cigher accord- 
ing to the tenour of the Covenant of Ga 
finners, or with Chriſt in our behoof 3 foraſmuch 
as by vertue of the agreement betwixt him and his 
Father, he was to metit our juſtification to be en- 
joyed upon performance of the ſaid terms, and not 
otherwiſe. 

Now jf the DoGtor hath ought to ſay, where- 
by to .dilprove what I have ſaid as to the interpre- 
tation of thoſe two Texts in Zech, 3. 4,5. and 
Iſa. 61, 10. IT am ready to reply thereunto, which 
is the next work incumbent upon me after the 
recital of his words here following, 

To all which preſumptions Tſhall oppoſe only the 
teſtimony of the ſame Prophet, which he may conſider 
at his leiſure, and which at one time or other he will 
ſubſcribe unto, Iſa. 64, 6. We are all as an unclean 
thing, and all our righteouſneſſes are as filthy rags. 
He, who can make Garments of Salvation and Robes 
of righteouſueſ of theſe filthy rags, hath a sRill in 
compoſing Spiritual veſtments,that I am not acquaint- 
ed withall. 

Anſw, 1, 1 have long ago had leiſure to conſider, 
and 1 have intently conſidered thoſe words of the 
Prophet I1aiah, and I doſubſcribe to them 3 but 


# 1 cannot at this time ſubſcribe to that conſtruction, 


which the Doctor would have me to make of them, 

nor I think, ſhall I eyer do itat any other time 3 
the words of the Prophet being indeed no Tcftimo- 
ny to, or for what the Door would compell them 


t0+bear witneſs to, viz, to prove that. there. is, no 
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Righteouſneſs of our own, that is, or may be 

truly ſaid to be our Righteouſneſs before God un* 

to the juſtification of life 3 or that Chriſts Righte- 
ouſneſs is our only Righteouſneſs for that purpoſe. 

For among that variety of interpretations, which 
are given by Commentators upon thoſe words, the 
Doctor hath fixed upon that, which to my 
ſeeming is moſt improbable, and which is there- 
fore juſtly rejeted by Gataker apd Grotrus with 
many other moſt learned men and skilful Textua- 
ries ; and that for weighty reaſons, which I could 
calily ſuggeſt and mukiply, It may be here ſufh- 
clent for me to ſay, that the Door doth two ways 
mifexpound the words, artd miſtake the meaning 
of che Prophet (7. e.) both in reſpe& of the per- 
ſons themſelves (the Subje&) and in reſpcct of the 
Righteouſneſses (the AdjunQ) of the perſons there 
intended by the Prophet : for by the perſons [We 
all } the Prophet doth not mean every indi- 
vidual perſon ( the remnant to be ſaved, as is the 
expreſſion of that Prophet, ſpeaking of the (mall 
excepted number;) but he means the body, bulk, 
or generality of the People ( as Mr. Calvin ex- 
pounds it: )and by their Righteouſneſses theProphet 
doth not mean any ſaving, Righteouſneſs ( ſuchas 
accompanies Sal vation, as is the Apoſtles expretſion 
Heb. 6.9.) but that ſuperficial, ceremonial, ex- 
ternal Righteouſneſs,' which the body of the Jewiſh 
Nation did vainly boaſt of and confide in; Briefly, 
the Prophet doth there mean that Righteouſneſs 
( withall its ingredients ) which elſewhere he tells 
them , ſhould not profit them, Iſa. 57, 12. As 
for our perſonal habitual Righteouſneſs ( com- 
monly ſtyled ſaving Righteouſneſs ) it is ſtyled in 
the language of Scripture A Divine nature, the 
lmage of God,Chriſt formed in us — vpon which 
account 
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account the Righteous are ſaid to be The glory of 
God, the excellent, moreexcellent than their Neigh- 
bours--- And the works of Righteouſneſs are faid 
to be fraits of the fpirit, an odour of a ſweet ſmell, 
a Sacrifice acceptable through Chriſt---2 Pet, x, 4. 
Gal.4.19. Epb. 4.24. Col.3.10. Pſal. 16,3. Prov. 
12.26, 2 Cor.3.23. Epb.5. 9. Phil.4.18. 

2. That which the Door here calls,and would 
perſwade us, that the Prophet calls fil:by rags, Fob 
doth not ftick to call a Robe and a Diademe, Fob 
29. 14. and the Pſalmiſt, Raiment of Needle work, 
and clothing of wrought Gold, Pſal. 45.13, 14. and 
Solomon , An ornament of grace to our head, and 
chains about our neck,, Prov. 1. 9. 

3- The skill, which the DoQtor here ſays, he 
is not acquainted with, he may learn at his leiſure, 
and that in a very ſhort time, ifhe hath a mind to it 
and for that purpoſe, although I do not expe& that 
he ſhould ſo far condeſcend as to learn of me, but 
rather difdain and ſcorn to be taught any skill in 
any kind by ſuch an inferiour as my felf; neverthe- 
leſs, I will be bold to commend to his notice two 
Skilful Artificers (work-men who needed not tobe 
aſhamed) who will acquaint him, that there is ſuch 
a Skill to be learned, to which he is, it ſeems, hi- 
therto a profeſſed Stranger 3 I mean, thoſe two 
prime Apoſtles, St. Paul and St. Peter z who,both 
of them, do inſtruc the Woman-kind to compoſe 
Spiritual Veſtments, I ſay not of filthy rags, but of 
materials ſo Nick-named by the DoGor, fee 1 Pet. 
3- 3,4,5,6- 1 Tim.2, 9, 10. The premifſes conſi- 
dered, I hope, . that the Readers will not ſuſpect 
any rag, Or remnant. of popery in whatI have faid 
to corre the DoQors miſexpolition of the words 
of thoſe-two Prophets (Iſaiah and Zechariah: for 
the prevention of which ſuſpicion ( for Abundans 
cawtelg non noces ) r. Be

1, Beit remembred, that I have left a peculiar 
place for the Righteouſneſs of Jeſus Chriſt in the 
juſtification of a finner, even a Royal Throne, in 
which no Righteouſneſs of ours muſt be ſet, or to 
which it may aſpire or approach. 


2. Be jt remembred, that although I do deny, 
that the Saints perſonal Righteouſneſs is by the 
Prophet Iſaiah fiyled Filthy rags 3 I do neverthe- 
leſs acknowledge, that there is fniquity adhering 
to the beſt of our holy things, which doth there- 
fore need pardon, as well as our unholy things, 
which are iniquity, the guilt of all which is taken 
away by a pardon from God through Chriſt, which 
pardon of fin is a finners juſtification before God, 
it being a thing not to be imagined (which yet 
ſeems tobe the common groſs imagination of too 
too many} and,for ought as yet appears to me, of 
the DoRor himſelf, that God in juſtifying us, doth 
jaſtifie us to be ſinleſs, whereas the truth is, that 
God injuſtifying us doth for Chriſis fake only ac- 
. quit and diſcharge us from condemnation, our fins 
notwithſtanding. 

The Doctor Toncludes all, that in his Book he 

ſays 2 me by Name,in the following words, 
« 387. 
F Wha remains in the Chapter, wherein the An- 
ſwer is given to that teſtimony of the Scripture, Tſhall 
take no notice of, it being after bis accuſtomed man- 
ner, only a perverſe wreſting of my words unto ſuch 
a ſenſe, as may ſeem to countenance bim in caſting 
 areproach upon my ſelf” and others. 

Anſw, 1. What the Do@or cannot anſwer with 
ſobriety of reaſon, he doth very wiſely to take no 
notice of z but he doth very ill fo to wrong him 
{elf and me by the repetition of his ſlanderous ac- 
culing 
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culing me for ' wreſting, perverſe wreſting- his 
words, whereby to countenance my ſelf in caſting 
reproach upon him and others. In my own de- 
fence againſt this his Accuſation I ſhall requeſt the 
Reader, who is minded to judge betwixt me and 
my Accuſer,to peruſe that Chapter (Chap.3o. in my 
Difcourſe) and-if hedoth not acquit me from the 
Crime here charged upon me, 1 will fay in the 
words of Judah tohis Father Jacob, Gen. 43. 9. 
Let me bear the hlame for ever. In the mean while 
let him know this, viz. That if my own Con- 
ſcience did not acquit me to my felt of this and 
all other immoralitics charged upon me by my Ad- 
verſary, I would: be much more an abhorring 
bo my ſeit, than I can be to him, or to any o- 
ther. 

2. The words forecited being the Doctors laſt 
words at his parting with me (tor 1 hear no more 
of him to the end of his Book) the Reader may 
obſerve two thingsz 1. How he hath ſpun the 
whole of what he hath ſaid, referring to me with 
an even Thread , I mean, how uniform he hath 
been from firſt to laſt, even all along in his deal- 
ing with me: For as he began his onſet, and 
continued his purſuit with one falſe Accuſation or 
another (ſpleen, ſpite, petulancy , ſcurrility , 
wrelting his words, reproaching,. forgery, disin- 
genuity, diſhoneſty from firſt to laſt in my deal- 
ing with him, reviling and many of theſe repeated) 
in ſuch fort doth he here conclude, filling up the 


Ephah or meaſure of his fin. To all theſe his 
{lagderous imputations put together, although by - 


occafion of them I cannot but call to mind theſe 
words of the Pſalmiſt (What ſhall be given unto 


thee @ or what ſhall be done wnto thee, thou falſe 


8ongue ? } Neverthelels I ſhall only make a reply 
| | once 
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once for all in ſuch words, as the Apoſtle being 
impeached at the Barr did Anſwer for himſetf 
before Felix, Ads 24. 13. ſaying, Neither hath 
this Tertullus the Orator, or Impleader ( Dr. 
7.0. ) as yetproved, neither is he ever able to 
.prove the things ( the immoralities ) whereof he 
hath accuſed me; reſpeGively to all and every 
of which TI' ſhall further ſay in my own defence, 
as. did the fame Apoſile, 'being many ways tradu- 
ced by his back Friends, 1 Cor. 4.4. I know #0- 
tbing bymy ſelf,which if I did, I would both do and 
ſay with Job ( Cb. 42.6. ) Þ repent, and abborr 
my ſelf in duſt. and aſhes. But let me ſay alſo 
with the ſame. Apoſtle, Although T am not con- 
ſcious to my (elf of any of that guilt here charged 
upon me by my Acculer, yet I am not thereby 
(abſolutely, authentickly , deciſively , finally 
guſtified : For he that will judge ( both the accy- 
fer and the accuſed )) is the Lord 3 Nor is it hi, 
who commends himſelf , that is approved-,—but 
whom the Lod commendeth, 2 Cor. 10. 1. 

2. The Reader may obſerve whether the Do- 
Qor ſpake true or falſe ( that we may know how 
to take his word for time to come, eſpecially when 
he ſpeaks of himſelf) in his Epiſtle prefixed to 
his Book, wherein he ſays, That be bath aſcribed 
m0 opinion to axy particular perſon , much leſs 
wreſted the words of any, RefleGed on their Perſons, 
cenſured their. Abilities, taken Advantages of pre- 
ſumed prejudices againſt them. 

What? Hath the Doctor like an Inhabitant of 
the Holy Hill of $io#, ſpoken the truth from 
his heart in thoſe words of his? What? Hath he 
ſo pepper*'d my Jacket, and ſmitten me hip and 
thigh with his ſlanderons tongue, and yet not at 
all refleed upon my Perſon, nor cenſured my A- 
ah bilities ? 
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bilities ? What though.this Hotchkis be a Perſon of an infe- 
riour condition ( & vwlgo Cleri, an obſcure Countrey Mi- 
niſter? ) Is he therefore in account no perſon at all ? But 
foraſmuch as undeniably I am ſome manner of Perſon, the 
DoG@ors vile reflexions upon me and manifold flanders 
(as before laid open)being confidered,every impartial Read- 
er. will doubtleſs ſay of Him, that by that his profeſſed 
denial (his refle&ting upon any perſon) he hathno other- 
wiſe juſtified, or cleared himſelf, than that naughty Patch, 
of whom Agur ſaid, She cateth, and wipeth' her Mouth 
and faith, I have done no wickednels, Prov. 30.20. For 
my own part, I ſhould greatly wonder that the fear of God 
had not effeGually reſtrained him from his manifold flan- 
ders and unchriftian dealing with me, were it not, that as 
he profeſſeth to have great aſſurance of his Saintſhip, 
ſo it is his profeſſed DoErine (ſce my Diſcourſe p.168, 169. 
That theRule of the Saints obedience is the Larp of liberty, 
as diveſted of all its terrifying, threatuing, damning, curſing 
power, As to the falſhood of this ſaying I have ſpoken 
ſomewhat in my Diſcourſe, p. 168, 169, But becauſe I 
judge it to be very dangerous, and of woful tendency, I 
ſhall ſuggeſt two things more. 

Firſt,Befides the reaſon ſpecitied in myDifcourſe, why the 
Goſpel of Chriſt is called by St. James the Law of liberty, 
there is this reaſon of it rendred by Learned expoſitors, and 
by them judged to be theprime and moſt proper reaſon, 
viz. Becauſe it is, as moſt impartial in its commands, 
ſo alfoin its threatnings, threatning Hell and damnation 
libere, fucely and without all manner of reſpe& of perſons 
to all preſumptuous Tranſgreffours, this being threat- 
ned to Believers themſelves in-caſe of their revolting and 
living as Unbelievers, 'or (to ſpeakin the language of the 
Prophet Ezek. 18, 24. ) their turning away from their righ= 
teouſneſs and committing iniquity, and doing according to all 
the abominations that the wicked man doth, Heb. 10. 38. 
Whence that admonition, Heb. 4. 1. Let us therefore fear, 
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left a promiſe being left us of entring into bis veſt, any 
of you ſhould ſeem to come ſhort of it, Hence alſo that ex- 
hortation to the ſerving of God with reverence and Godly 
fear, it being backt or ſeconded with theſe words ( for 
our God is a conſuming tire) Heb.12.28,29.and this exhor- 
cation and conſideration given and ſuggeſted to: thoſe , 
who at preſent were Heirs apparent of Heaven. 

Secondly, That Eaftern St. (holy Job, a Man celebrated 
for the fear of God, Ch. 1. 1.) was of another mind, than 
our Doctor in this point, as appears, in that he declares 
this to be a reafon, why he did not deſpiſe the cauſe of 
his Man-ſervant or his Maid: ſervant ( perſons for ought I 
know of condition as inferiour as my (elf) ſaying ( Chap. 
31,23, ) For Deſtruftion from God was a Terrour to me. 
Had any thing like to Deſtruction been a terrour to this 
DoQtor, he would not have fo deſpiſed, fer at naught, 
belyed and flandered any Brother , however of a con- 
dition never ſo inferiour to himſelf. But that my Accu- 
ſer may the rather perceive and lay to heart, what a gric- 
vous evil it is to tranſgreſs by falſe acculing and open ca- 
lumniating, 1 ſhall put him in mind of his own words, 
Þ- 541. where he fays, | 

Falſe Accuſations and open Calumnies are the worlt of E- 
vils, to which ſome will (of certain Papilis he there ſpeaks) 
out of a perverſe zeal to promote theer own intereſt in the Re- 
ligioz they profeſi, wilfully give up themlslves. 
bable, that the word [| arf6oa@- ] was in his mind, when 
he wrote thoſe words, that word- (the Devils common 
name) ſignifying a falſe Accuſer. And if ſuch were his 
thoughts, there is the-more hope, that ſooner or later he 
will (criouſly refle& who it is that did ſet him on work, 
or whoſe work he hath done in his open Calumnies and 
falſ: Accuſations of me from page to page in his late Book, 
whereſocver he mentions my Name. I hear he hath put 
{»r:h a New Catechiſm, and I did very lately read ſome 
reflctins upon it by that -judicious Author Mr. Lambe, 
in 


It ispro-, 
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1 
in his Book ſiyled, A freſh Suit againſt Independeney: 1 
wiſh he had firſt learned to have put in practice our old 
one. He would then have kept himſelf from evil 
ſpeaking, lying, and Mandering. And if the DoRor did 
judge it ſomewhat uſeful to me to be warned of my 
Immoralities) {| in trath not mine, © but feigned by 
himſelf, and wrongfully imputed to me) it may well be 
thought to be more uſeful unto him to be warned of tref(- 
paſſes, truly and peally, plainly and palpably His, as I 
have by many inſtances made apparent in this Reply. 

I have ſtyled the Immoralities charged upon me falſe - 
and feigned: for the only thing which ſticks to me,of which 
in my Conſcince I am convinced , is, That I have: 
contradicted Him this ContradiGion being an heinous 
Crime, may an Adverſary be judge, who cannot : endure 
to be contradicted by any Man, eſpecially his inferiour, 
all contradiction being a kind of correction, and all cor- 
reQion being more or leſs grievous to him, that forfakes 
the way 4. e. the way of truth, ſays the wife Man,* Prov. 
15. Io. But that the inferiority of my condition (ſug- 
geſted by the Docor ) may not prove any remorſe or 
hinderance to the reception and progreſs of the truth op- 
poſed by him,and defended in my Diſcourſe,it may not be 
amiſs to inform the Reader of what the DoGtor is not igno- 
tant,viz.That there are two perſons of a ſuperiour condition 
(eminent Authors)who in their late Books( come forth 'lince 
myDiſcourſe)have ſeconded my ſenſe , and abundantly con- 
firmed all that I have faid therein concerning the Imputati- 
on of Chriſts Righteouſneſs to us,and our fins tohim. Thefe 
Authors are the very learned and moſt laborious Mr. Richard 
Baxter , in his Book concerning the Imputation of Chriſts 
Righteouſneſs to Believerszthe other is Sir Charles Wolſfely 
Knight and Baronet,and a perſon of rare accompliſhments; 
there remains only one thing,which becauſe it is of comfor- 
table hearing, I haye referved to the laſt. The Good news is, 


that notwithſtanding all the ſcuffle which hath been betwixt 
tne 
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the Combatants { Do&or Owen and my ſelf) touching 
the Imputation of Chriſts Righteouſneſs to Believers, they 
have (like School-boys) fought themſelves Friends,I mean, 
they are at laſt perfealy agreed in the faid point of diffe- 
rence, for he declares his full afſent and conſent with Bellar- 
mine in his expoſition of the phraſe ( The Lord our Rigbte- 
oxſueſi, Jer.23.6.) and ſays, p- 427. that Bellarmines ſenſe 
of the words contains the whole of the Cauſe He (we, ſays 
be, meaning himſelf and the Brethren on his fide) plead 
for. Now Bellarmines ſenſe he relates in the words follow- 
ing, Þ+ 427, 428. here tranſcribed, and by him tranſlated. 
Chriſt may be called our Righteouſneſs, becauſe be is the effi- 
cient cauſe of our Righteouſneſl, Again, Chriſt is ſaid to be 
oxr Righteouſneſi, becauſe be hath made ſatisfaGion for us to the 
Father, and doth ſo give and communicate that ſatisfafion 
witow, when ve jultifies us, that it may be ſaid to be our ſa- 
#isfattion aud righteouſneſl, And inthis ſenſe it would not 
be abſierd, if any one ſhould ſay, That the righteouſneſs of Criſt 
is merits are imputed tous, as if we our ſelves bad ſatis- 

fied God. De Juſtif. lib. 12. cap. 10. | 

This ſenſe of Bellarmine the DoGtor doth declare his 
ſubſcription unto once and again, he ſaying (p. 500.) Tt 
grants the whole of what we plead for. 

Now if he with his Brethren do plead for no more, 
what need any further pleading on either fide ?: for this is 
in effe& the whole of that, which I have all along pro- 
fefſedly and explicitly pleaded for, viz. That Chriſts Righ- 
tcouſneſs is called our Righteouſneſs ( notind eed becauſe 
it is ours, or imputed tous in its formal and effential nature, 
Bellarmine alſo diſclaiming the Imputation of it in this 
ſenſe, but ) becauſe it is the efficient meritorious cauſe of 
our Righteouſneſs, in which ſenſe ( ſenſu cauſali though 
not formali ) I have acknowledged it more than once 
in my Diſcourſe to be our Righteouſneſs 3 to which I add, 
ſaying, In this ſenſe Chriſt is ſaid, as by the Prophet Fere- 

wiah to be our righteouſneſs, fo by the Apoſtle St. Paul to be 
| our 
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our Life, Col.3.4, becauſe he is the meritoriouſly procu- 
cauſe of our Righteouſncls, and Life, viz. by his la- 
tis aQion and we And in what. ſenſe his fatisfaQtion 
and merits may be faid to be Ours, I have expreſly decla- 
red in my Diſcotrſe, p. 98. Chap. 19. viz. Becauſe Chriſt 
having thereby abundantly ſatished the Father, God doth, 
when he juftifieth ys, communicate them unto us (7. e.) 
in their ſaviog fruits and effe&s: For to conſirue Bellar- 
mines words otherwiſe than thus (In their effeGs) is to 
impoſe a ſenſe, or conſtrucion upon the Cardinals words 
contrary to his prefcſſed intent and true meaning. AndI 
have ſaid in my Diſcourſe, Chap, 2. and 3. even as plainly 
as doth Bellarmixe in his words ſorecited, viz. That it is 
not untruly or abſurdly faid, that Chriſts 'Righteouſneſs.is 
imputed to us : For although 1 never thought my fclt ob- 
liged to uſe the expreſſion, and have always therefore in my *' 
Praying and Preaching abllained from it ( the Phraſe .noc 
beth Scriptural) yet 1 never had any. ſuch indignation-a- 
gainſt it as ſome Jearned Authors (Dr.Gil and Dr. Thorne- 
dike ) have in their late Writings manifeſted 3 Yea I was 
ſo farr from blaming any of my Brethren fhmply for .ulmg 
this phraſc (Chriſts Righteouſneſs i is imputed to us), that 
k have in an Orthodox ſenſe ( which the Docor-himſfelf 
tells us is the ſenſe of Bellarmine) vindicated the uſe of 


it, and withall I have afferted in my Diſcourſe (p. 215.) 


That although Chriſts Righteouſneſs is not immediately and 
in it ſelf imputed to us, nevertheleſs its being imputed in 
its favin ieujts, and bleſſed efic&s, it is imputed to us to 
As Muc rpoſe, And Rea) Benefit, As If He Were Actuy 
ally, Or Coo d Poſſibly Be So Imputcd. Toſay.thus is all 
one in true conſiruRion as to ſay in the words of Bellarmine 
forecited, viz. That Chriſts Righteouſneſs and Merits are 
imputed to us, as if we our ſelves had ſatisfied God.Bellar- 
mine doth not ſay,ChriſtsRightcouſneſs is imputedto us,be- 
calc, ,Or foraſmuch. as we inand.by him did fatishe God, but 
s imputed (that is,to as much cur real benefit) As it we 
our ſelves had ſatisfied God. | And 
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. And what now will the Reader fay upon the hearing of 
the Doctors declared, yea repeated acknowledgment of his 
accord with Bellaymine, whoſe ſenſe in this matter appears 
to be the ſame, which I and my Brethren plead for ? 

All thatI will ſay hereypon' of the DoQtor, ſhall be only 
what himſelf fays of Fllrine in the ſame page ( $17. ) 
and in reference to the ſame titing- Bellarmize ( ſays the 


Doctor) whether uwnawares, or nuerpowered by the evidence . 


ef truth, grants that ſenſe of the words, which containg the 
whole of the cauſe we plead for.

C{eIf well ſatisfied with that ſenſe of the words( Chriſt is our 
Righteouſneſs, and Chriſfts Righteouſneſs is imputed to us ) 


which contains the whole of the cauſe by my ſelf in my . 


Diſcourſe, and by the Brethren in conſort with me, pleaded 
for, I mean, particularly by Sir Charles Wolſely,and Mr,Ri- 
ebard Baxter in their late Books, together with many other 
of the moſt learned Men of old in the Proteſtant Churches. 
And what need'is there to ſay more at preſent than this in 
ſhort, Magnaeft veritas, que prevaluit, etiam ac prevalebit ? 

The matter being compremiſed by Bellarmine , and 
brought to an accord betwixt us ( for qui conveniunt in u- 
no tertio, conveniunt inter ſe ) 1 ſhall conclude in a good 
hour, and my conclufion ſhall be with the ſame Requeſt co 
the Readers, that the Apoſtle uſed in the cloſe of his Epiſtle 
to the Hebrews, Chap.13.18.
